In 1863, while I was a day in Ports- 


mouth, N. H., it was given out that 
General Wool was to visit Fort Con- 
stitution, in Portsmouth harbor, and 
I resolved \io make an item of it by 
going to New Castle and making a 
note for my newspaper of tfce de- 
fenses there and witnessing the gen- 
sral'a reception by the garrison, 
writes B. P. ShiUaber in The New 
England Magazine.
